it has probably come to your attention 
that practicing architecture in ony of 
its disciplines is not a simple task. Codes 
апа standards, conventions of the build- 
ing industry, and the art of communicat- 
ing information challenge us all. Good 
ideos are hard to come by and often 
don't get much mileage. More than one inspired concept has 
busted an axle on its way to the final version of the Construction. 
Documents. Those that survive the ride are usually transformed 
by that experience into lesser flashes of genius. There are at least 
а couple of those in every project. 


it might be said that communicating building informa- 
lionis the essence of getting an idea built. That process probably 
began with some arm waving and motivational speech and then 
with basic line drawings. Greek and Egyptian builders drew line 
diagrams on site and some have been found on the blind side 
of masonry blocks. No doubt there had also been some vigorous 
discussions as well о! the time but there is litle record of thot. 
That saves the effort of deleting the expletives. After the sixteenth. 
century the development of graphics and writing technologies 
сапіеа the weighty meanings of design and structure. Now we. 
have the magic of BIM. 


During the course of evolving communication technol- 
оду there were drawings by ink and pencil (well sharpened] and 
specifications on paper. This meant notes, dimensions and ob- 
ject lines could be subject to interpretation and if the work was 
of indifferent quality meanings could change quickly. On one 
occasion, the glue-laminate beam fascia of a Bonk of America. 
building in Grass Valley was noted to have decorative bolts at 
six feet on center, three fiers high. The note was not lettered well 
апа there was a second tick after the numeral six. Possibly а bug 
had expired there. The three foot high gluelaminated fascia 
now resembles а huge riveted toy bank with bolts at six inches 
оп center around the perimeter. The design was а victim of an. 
eariy "bug". Itis a vision of fortress security never imagined during 
the design process. 


Our industry today is awash in communications. Product 
announcements, agency comments, client programs, REI's, con- 
sultant revisions, letters, memos and, most of all emails, fly in our 
mental window like locusts while we are trying to eat lunch in 
peace and achieve objectives. 


There was a Reno Architect who told his client many 
years ago that his project would violate certain codes. When the 
client was red-tagged he called the Architect to complain. The. 
Architect said words to the effect that he was a "stupid 5.О.8' 

and thet he had warned him. The client, a large man with murky 
associations, said to wait for him and he would be right over. The. 
Architect told his staff that he was going out for lunch and left by 
the back door for a week. The first was a failure to communicate. 
The second was a very successful message of intent.
